The next day Cyꝛus tal- 
led that crewe to his tent, as he had ſayde 
auer nyght.whiche other perteyuyng, from 
that tyme foozth, all folowed thefe. | 1 
As Cypꝛus was muſtryng his men in hat

When he 
ſawe hym he was glad ot his ſpedy repatre, 
but oltẽded with —— of his gan 


had ven an honour towe; to haue had my 
ſiſters tonne ſette foozth molt rotally. 
To this Ly2us ſayd; Whether ſhoulde it 
haue been inbꝛe to your honour,if J, beyng 
cladde wirh purple, and dalhed with bzacelet 
tes and cheynes and ruffiynge in my robe, 
chuld haue attompipched pour wyll, oz as 
n w haue with ſo great a power and fo ſpe⸗

elnkries and fledde, and were very mannp tas 


ken. The kynge hearyng of theſe thynges, 


doubtyng what he ſhulde doo, tledde into an 


yyll toppe. Which Cyꝛus ſeyng: dyd beliege 
the hyll with the armpe that he hadde, and 
ſent to Chꝛyſantas, tommaundpng hym to 
leaue the cuſtodye of the mountaynes, and 
tome to hym.

the which maner the ot her Perſians (clos 
wed thinking to be the roy the happier, be- 
ctit he that io did; was of eli other Þ molt 
Happy Pꝛinte: and that they in ſo ding, 
ſhould be the moze deere to him: he in dede 
was glad therok, becauſe he kucw that men 
be moꝛt willing to go to the ſea, oꝛ to do a⸗ 
ny other enterpzile with them that be re ⸗ 
ligiouſe æ godly, then with the other.
